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ARSENIC—1923 vs. 1922 


Arsenic was a decided disappointment to all in- 


‘terested during the past season in spite of the ex- 


tremely strong statistical position which it occu- 
pied. The failure of demand to reach expected 
proportions, which resulted from the poor financial 
condition of the farmers, completely nullified the 
influence of what might well have been a world 
wide shortage of supplies. The heavy carry-over 
of arsenical insecticides in the hands of manufac- 
turers was virtually sufficient to meet the season’s 
demands. However the season is well over and the 
trade is looking forward to the season of 1922-1923 
with a feeling of great confidence. Fundamentally 
the prospects are much brighter than they were for 
last year. Cotton prospects are better than they 
were a year ago, according to many observers, and 
the belief at present is that the farmers will realize 
higher prices than last year. This will make it 
possible for them to liquidate at least the greater 
part of their outstanding indebtednesses for the 
season of 1921 and may possibly leave a surplus 
in their hands. At the same time the stocks of 
arsenicals in manufacturers’ hands have been great- 
ly reduced and demand for next season will have 
to be met out of stocks made fresh during the 
coming winter. To offset these bullish factors, is 
the increased activity of the copper smelters from 
which the greater part of our domestic arsenic 
comes. The prospects in copper point to continued 
activity both in the domestic and’ export markets, 
but the limited amount of arsenic which can be 
produced by the smelters at full capacity is not 
sufficient to cause anything approaching a glut of 
this market if demand is near normal. It is too far 
ahead to risk prophecy, but certainly indications 
are hopeful. 





WILL OTHERS FOLLOW? 

To Solvay and Mathieson credit is due for their 
recent open publication of their full price lists on 
alkalies in the chemical trade press. Although this 
has been done before, it is many moons since any 
company has used display advertising space to quote 
prices, and a re-inauguration of this plan during 
the past fortnight is to be commended. It is a step 
in the right direction, a step toward stabilization 
of chemical prices so sorely needed for two years 
back, a step in the direction of open prices which 
is significant. 

Is the action of the two alkali companies not one 
which might set a very constructive precedent for 


other branches of the chemical industry? Would 
it not be far better to announce openly to the con- 
suming trades, the real prices for definite grades 
and quantities, rather than keep true quotations a 
deep, dark secret for fear of one’s competitors? 
As it is, very few prices are ever made but what 
competitors find them out within a very short time 
anyway. So why the make-believe camouflage? 
Why not lay the cards on the table, face up, and 
give the buyer a chance to know where he stands 
instead of groping in the dark? It is to be sincere- 
ly hoped that other companies will follow the ex- 
ample of Solvay and Mathieson. 





NEW PRICE SERVICE 


Beginning with the current issue of Drue & 
CuEemicaAL Markets, the method of arranging price 
quotations for chemicals, drugs, and allied products 
has been changed radically. The number of com- 
plicated groups which in the past made it difficult 
to find the price quotation for a product unless the 
reader knew the exact class into which it fell, 
have been replaced by four major groups all ar- 
ranged in simple alphabetical order. This revision 
was made only after careful consideration and after 
securing the views of numerous readers, most of 
whom are consumers of chemical and drug products. 

All chemicals are now listed alphabetically in a 
single group, beginning on Page 36 of this issue. 
The class headed ‘‘Chemicals’’ includes heavy and 
industrial chemicals, eoal-tar intermediates and 
erudes, fine and medicinal chemicals, aromatic chem- 
icals and isolates, fine alkaloids, and numerous mis- 
cellaneous allied products. Crude drugs are no 
longer separated into groups such as Berries, Roots, 
Herbs, Barks, and the like, but are all grouped into 
a single alphabetical list for quick and convenient 
reference, beginning on Page 51. Essential oils and 
oleoresins still form a separate class beginning on 
Page 55. Tanning and dye extracts and wood have 
been united in a single list. Animal, fish, and vege- 
table oils still form a separate group on Page 49. 

In addition to making the price quotations in 
Drug & CHemican Markets easier to locate and 
better for quick reference, the packages in which 
all products are most commonly sold, including the 
type of container and the number of pounds there- 
in, have been added after the name of each item. 
The price, however, is not necessarily based on the 
quantity in the container listed, although this is 
the price basis in most cases throughout the list. 
Read Page 36. 
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This is the first attempt of any chemical or drug 
trade publication to publish authentic data on con- 
tainers and packages in conjunction with a regular 
price list, and is merely another step in the service 
which Drug & CuEmicaL Markets is striving con- 
stantly to improve. 


CHLOROFORM 


Back in May, E. R. Squibb & Sons, announced in 
the pages of the ‘‘ Journal of the American Medical 
Association’’ that chloroform in one-pound tins 
bearing their label and sold by the surplus property 
division of the U. S. Army from excess war-time 
stocks, was unfit for medicinal use, and warned 
hospitals and the medical profession against it. 
Some 2;000,000 cans had been sold by the Govern- 
ment to a dozen or so private individuals who in 
turn resold it to hospitals, and other users. Dr. 
Robert H. Ferguson, chief chemist for Squibb, 
was the first to discover that the chloroform had 
decomposed to some extent, due probably to storage 
in a place where the temperature was too high. 
Squibb’s warning to the trade, and the condem- 
nation of all stocks of the surplus goods by the 
Department of Agriculture, followed. 

Now, two months later, the Department of Agri- 
culture has placed an embargo on the sale of all 
chloroform in tins in an attempt to clean up the 
portions of the 2,000,000 cans of surplus material 
which have been distributed to consumers and are 
as yet unaccounted for. Nevertheless, the embargo 
came too late to save the good name of Squibb 
irrepairable damage through heedless newspaper 
publicity, and to save the dozen dealers who bought 
the goods, considerable money. 
to human life in the hospitals and clinics, if any, 
will never be known. Had the Department of 
Agriculture insisted upon a chemist examining all 
the surplus medicinal stocks—chloroform and all 
other products, the use of which might endanger 
human life—before the sale was permitted, in- 
stead of waiting for the damage to be done, all 
the unpleasantness of the present situation might 
have been avoided. 

As one branch of the Government has condemned 
goods sold by another branch to private individuals, 
only one fair procedure remains, to reimburse the 
buyers for their losses in full. As for E. R. Squibb 
& Son, which company has spent years of effort 
and thousands of dollars in building reputation 
and good-will, the damage cannot be measured in 
dollars and cents. To the average lay mind, the 
maker of the product was at fault, even though 
the goods were four years old, improperly stored, 
and packed in tin upon order of the Government 
and against the judgment of some experts, and the 
Squibb name will suffer as a consequence. When 
publicity ‘‘runs wild,’’ there is no such thing as 
justice. 

The defeat of Senator McCumber in North 
Dakota because he stuck to his guns in the tariff 
' fight instead of indulging in campaign oratory is 
another addition to the long list of serious set-backs 
the tariff bill has received. 





The damage done’ 
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If our Department of Commerce would use its 
agents to discover what countries are supplying 
narcotic preparations to Argentina, Chili and other 
South American nations which have not yet signed 
the Hague opium agreement. And if our State 
Department would then use this knowledge in the 
approved diplomatic manner. Then maybe a well- 
won pharmaceutical export trade to South America 
might not be so easily filched away from American 
firms. Allof which is similar to—if we had ham, 
we could have ham and eggs, if we had the eggs. 





Now that chloroform has been added to the list 
of prohibited products along with firearms and 
narcotics, about the only way to dispose of that 
surplus stock of spring cats is to return to the time 
honored and not too sure method of using the 
water barrel. 

The Diarsenol Company is charged with Diamin- 
odioxyarsenobenzene manufacture. At least it isn’¢ 
bootlegging or ‘‘gun-toting,’’ but it may be worse. 
Anyway it is certain that the charge won’t get 
into the headlines of the papers!

SLOW DOWN, DANGEROUS CURVE AHEAD 
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DruG & CHEMICAL MARKETS 


Prices and Selling Plans 


Should Chemical and Drug Products Be Marketed as Manufactured Goods 
under the Maker’s Trademark or as Commodities 


IXTY-THREE cents of evety 
dollar that buys goods must be 
paid out, not to produce, but 
to bring those goods to the buyer. 
That is the seasoned estimate of the 
Professor of Marketing at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology. For the goods themselves, 
37c and 63c, for delivering .them. 
It is an indictment of our methods 
of distribution. 
These excessive delivery charges 
are paid by all. These industries 
pay them for power, raw materials, 


and containers. The consuming in? 


dustries pay them for our sulfuric 
acid, for our linseed oil, for rosin, 
rhubarb root, or Rhodamine B. The 
consumer pays them for every shoe- 
string, every pat of butter he buys. 

The reason that the complicated 





Sold in Produce Exchanges? 








A dam may be built during the 
slack water season, but unless the 
builder has an eye to the floods of 
Spring, his work is doomed. Stress 
and storm develop weaknesses un- 
less they have been insured against, 
just as the depression of the past 
two years has revealed many faults 
in chemical sales methods. 

“Drug & Chemical Markets” has 
consistently advocated “open prices 
openly determined” as the most 
logical solution of many of these 
sales problems, The accompanying 
article was written for this issue by 
the publisher of this paper. It dis- 
cusses frankly from an unbiased 
point of view some of the aspects 
of pricing and selling chemical 
products to-day.—The Editors. 
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The solution lies in firm prices, 
openly determined and known to all, 
There must be a single price to all 
buyers of a given grade of material 
in a given quantity. That price 
must be known to buyers and sei- 
lers alike. Sellers are quick to 
criticize buyers who purchase on 
price without due consideration for 
quality. But buyers must, in seif- 
protection, be price-hagglers; if the 
price quoted is not known and 
firm. , 

This end can be accomplished 
only in two ways: either our chem- 
ical and drug products must be 
marketed as commodities in pub- 
lic exchanges, as wheat, cotton and 
securities are. sold, with all transac- 
tions openly reported as to price 
and quantity; or they must be mer- 





chandized as manufacturing goods, 





machine which we call “business” 
has its existence, is to put goods. in- 
to the hands of the ultimate consumer as quickly and 
cheaply as possible. Whatever will do this is sure, in 
the long run, to succeed; and great fortunes are made 
by that kind of economic service. We, therefore, see 
chain stores and other efforts to eliminate middle men; 
amalgamations such as the American Tobacco Co. and 
the United Cigar Stores, and the German Vertical 
Trusts, fathered by Stinnes, all efforts to make money 
by cutting down distribution costs. 

These costs in chemicals and drugs, as in all other 
goods, will be lowered. Every force of economics, ably 
seconded by invention and advertising, by executive 
ability and salesmanship, works to this end. And the 
practical dollars-and-cents result is: men who have the 
brains and the backbone ffirst to effect cheaper, more 
direct, better distribution methods will be paid big extra 
profits. 

During the past two years many weak spots in our 
method of distributing chemical and drug products have 
been shown up. Price cutting, by means not only of open 
slashing, but also by secret rebates, freight or special 
allowances, and sales out the back-door, has been the 
first solution. But price cutting is an unmixed evil 
from the producer’s point of view and a mixed bless- 
ing for consumers. Price cutting leads to selling below 
cost, and the losses on goods sold below cost must 
some day be made good by consumers. Moreover, an 
era of price-cutting is followed by an era of price-fix- 
ing: that is the opposite swing of the pendulum. But, 
neither is price-fixing the solution. It has been often 
tried, and it is never permanently successful. It is con- 
trary to the law of the land and opposed to the laws ot 
economics. Accordingly, even if the statutes may be 
circumvented, some firm in the price agreement, through 
greed, fear, or weakness, will break it; or a new firm 
will be attracted to the field by the extra profits, 

Stabilization can never come through price-cutting or 
price-fixing. The evils we suffer are inherent in our 
methods of marketing, and the solution must be found 
in a fundamental correction of pricing and selling. 


the price of which is set as the 
prices of shoes, woolens, and automobiles, by their 
makers. 

Both plans of distribution are used in goods sold in 
our markets. Fatty oils are sold largely on producz 
exchanges. The cinchona auctions in Amsterdam, 
drug auctions in London and Hamburg, the chemical 
exchange in Liverpool are familiar to all. Under the 
exchange system the licensed broker, working on a 
small commission, becomes an important instrument of 
distribution. 


Brand and Price 

On the other hand, fine chemicals are distributed 
mainly by the manufacturer’s own sales force to whole- 
sale dealers, through retailers to the consuming public, 
or else direct to industrial consumers. Buyers specify 
P. W. R., Merck, N. Y. Q., Mallinckrodt, or other 
well known brands, and the schedules in manufactur- 
ers’ price-lists are maintained. Many essential oils and 
coal-tar dyes are sold by brand. The branded oils— 
because of known quality—command premium prices. 

The size of this country, with its resulting questions 
of freight rates and varying local conditions, militates 
against exchange marketing. Several local exchanges 
would be necessary, and the volume of business would 
not develop the strength necessary to keep them free 
from the abuses of speculation. There are, however, 
plain indications of the trend toward branded goods. 
Within the year four old chemical companies, General, 
Kalbfleisch, Mutual, and Perth Amboy, have, for the 
first time in their histories, adopted registered trade- 
marks. It is only quite recently that such old firms as 
Warner, Antoine Chiris, Hoffmann-LaRoche, and Gras- 
selli have featured their trademarks on their packages, 
their stationery, and their advertising. The consistent 
emphasis upon their trademarks by Monsanto, duPont, 
Dow, and National Aniline is significant. The adver- 
tisements in the chemical business press are full of 
similar examples. Note the number of \trademarks 
featured. Read the constructive “institutional” adver- 
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tisements of many firms who are selling brand and 
building good will. The final step in the branded goods 
movement is the public announcement of price, and two 
of the big alkali producers, Solvay and “Mathieson, 
have already taken it. : 

Some advantages to the producers of known, firm 
prices are plain enough, but the greatest advantage is 
not always apparent. If the price of both the small 
and large unit of ordinary trade—say the single keg 
and the car-lot, or the one and the fifty-ounce—were 
known, buyers of small broken quantities could figure 
what they must pay and the contract for quantity or- 
ders for future delivery could be written at so-much- 
per cent discount off the price published in Druc & 
CHEMICAL Markets. This would eliminate many com- 
plaints from small buyers and, at the same time, would 
enable contracts to be written with “protection against 
both decline or advance.” 

Protection for Buyers 

Buyers likewise profit by a known price. It assures 
to all purchasers uniform costs of drug and chemical 
supplies. It encourages purchasing on value, based not 
only on price, but also on service and quality. It eli- 
minates haggling and barter. These advantages were in 
the minds of the National Association of Purchasing 
Agents when they recently took a firm stand advocat- 
ing open prices, commending constructive efforts to 
supply them with better market information, and call- 
ing on producers to publish their prices. 

We all know the unsatisfactory, disorganized condi- 
tion of the chemical and drug markets. Thinking men 
realize that the methods of marketing intensified the 
bad conditions both in the boom war-time markets and 
in the falling markets of the recent reconstruction 
period. They appreciate that these swings, or cycles, 
are amplified to the detriment of legitimate business in- 
terests by faulty selling plans. Leaders of vision in all 
branches of the industries are earnestly seeking ways of 
cutting down the 63c now taken from every dollar to 
pay for distribution. 

New Method of Quoting Prices 

“To support forward-looking, constructive move- 
ments” is an important pledge of the Business Publish- 
ers’ Association’s editorial creed. We have subscribed 
to that creed, and we believe in it. The present system 
of market reporting in drug and chemical fields is not as 
helpful either to buyers or sellers as it can be, and we 
are radically changing our method of publishing prices 
in Druc & CHemicaL MarkeETs in order to render better 
service. 

Fifty—even fifteen—years ago the New York market 
made chemical prices throughout the country; hut this 
is not so today. Except the imported goods, chemicals 
are either sold on the basis of “delivered” or “f. 0. b. 
works.” A chemical market reported on the founda- 
tion of the New York spot price is not in line with 
actual chemicals sales. Our prices are now recorded on 
the basis of the actual sales, each position being clearly 
indicated. 

A blanket range on say “X acid, $1.00—$1.45” means 
no more than a quotation on “an automobile, $250— 
$6,000.” Wide, indefinite ranges are misleading. Quan- 
tity and packing are a part of every real price, and 
these are now a regular part of our price quotations. 

Grouping the various chemicals, drugs, and oil prod- 
ucts into subdivisions based on source of supply is con- 
venient for the market reporter, but confusing to the 
buyer who does not always know under just which 
group a given product has been listed. We have, 
therefore, adopted a straight alphabetical arrangement 
under the various major groups of our markets. 

These are all radical changes, involving a consider- 
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able increase in space necessary to report prices cur- 
rent and added labor in checking and correcting quo- 
tations. They have been adopted only after careful 
consideration and consultation with leaders among both 
sellers and buyers. They represent, we are confident, 
an improved system of price recording, in line with 
modern trade conditions, and of greater value to all who 
produce and consume drugs and chemicals. 


CHILEAN NITRATE INDUSTRY ACTIVE 

Activity in the Chilean nitrate industry has increased 
during the past month, according to Commercial Attache 
C. A. McQueen, of Santiago, who cables the Department 
of Commerce, Washington, that as a result the general 
economic situation in the country has improved; exchange 
continues to rise, labor is being utilized, and thére is a 
slight relief from the stringency surrounding the money 
situation resulting from the continued liquidation of the 
stocks of nitrate on hand. 

The lowering of nitrate prices has had the desired, effect 
on sales, the Producers’ Association having sold about 
200,000 tons largely for delivery during the first part of 
July. The exports of nitrate during the first five months 
of 1922 amounted to 250,000 tons. ‘Sales which the Associa- 
tion has booked following the reduction in prices already 
alluded to promise a better movement during the second 
semester of the year. The stock on hand of about 1,600,000 
tons must be liquidated at prices considerably lower than 
were contemplated during its accumulation. 


SICILY’S OUTPUT OF SULFUR 

The production of Sicilian sulfur in 1921 amounted to 
240,049 tons, or practically the same as in 1920, of which 
80,000 to 90,000 tons are consumed annually in Italy. The 
exportation amounted to only 105,063 tons in 1921, while 
188,868 tons were exported in 1920. As a result the stocks 
at the various mines on December 31, 1921, were approxi- 
mately 273,579 tons, as compared with 147,886 at the close 
of the preceding year, writes Consul Edward T. Nathan, 
of Palermo. 

At a meeting of delegates of the Sulfur Consortium and 
more than 200 sulfur-mine owners, held on April 27 at 
Palermo, resolutions were passed disclaiming acquiescence 
in the failure of the Government to grant the provisions re- 
quested, and the resignation of the Sulfur Consortium 
Council was tendered. The crisis in the sulfur industry 
is due to the high cost of production, wages representing 
about 50 per cent which, combined with costly methods 
of extracting and refining, has led to a decline in exports 
through the inability of the producers to meet competition. 
As a result most of the Sicilian mines are either shut down 
or working on part time. 











The Board of Directors of the American Smelting and 
Refining Co. re-elected the regular officers. Six direc- 
tors who are not officers of the company, including three 
of the new Directors elected at the annual meeting on 
June 27, became members of the Finance Committee and 
constitute a majority of that committee. Six Directors, 
including two of the new Directors, are members of the 
Executive Committee.

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Politics Seen in Move on Foundation 


Trade Sees Criticism of Democrats in President's 
Request for Return of Chemical Patents to Alien 
Property Custodian—Garvan Will Fight—Statements 
from Mitchell Palmer and the White House—Ad- 
verse Effect on Dye Legislation Expected—Return of 
Patents to Original Owners Blow to American Chem- 
ical Industry 


Political motives inspired the move of the Adminis- 
tration to ask for the return of patents and trade 
marks transferred to the Chemical Foundation by the 
Alien Property Custodian during the previous adminis- 
tration, according to factors in the chemical trade. The 
political aspect of the move on the part of the Adminis- 
tration is believed paramount by the chemical trade, and 
although the responsible heads of most interested busi- 
ness houses were away on account of the holiday, the 
consensus of those who could be reached was well 
summed up by Geo. H. Whaley, of John Campbell & 
Co., “Quite evidently the present move of the President 
is based on political motives-in the same way as the 
recent investigation started by Senator King, and. like 
the latter will be nothing more than a tempest in a tea- 
pot, and soon blow over. Such moves are started as a 
result of biased information given the authorities by 
those of more or less pro-German sympathies who are 
ignorant of the true facts. The president’s letter is a 
distinct call to the American chemical industry to fight 
for its life as well as that of its representative, the 
Chemical Foundation. We all have the utmost faith in 
Mr. Garvan and in the Foundation.” 


Garvan Sees Return of German Power 

“Bresident Harding’s communication: ‘to Attorney- 
General ‘Daugherty calls for nothing less than the de- 
struction of the organic chemical industry in America,” 
according to a statement issued by Francis P. Gar- 
van, president of the Chemical Foundation. “This in- 
dustry has been built up by the investment of $150,000,- 
000 of American capital in the assurance of freedom 
from ‘German control, which the transfer of these 
patents to the Chemical Foundation guaranteed. 

“This action was taken without notice to the Amer- 
ican organic chemical industry or to the Chemical 
Foundation or to any of its officers or to, in fact, any 
one equipped to speak for the essential American in- 
dustry in peace or war. It has been taken, I am in- 
formed, after a full hearing of the representatives of 
the German cartel, the German dye trust and the 
German Government and without opportunity being 
given for any American interest to be heard in reply. 

“This direct action, commended by the President, im- 
plies not at all the return of the patents involved to 
the United States Government under any form of pa- 
triotic control, but points only to their return to Ger- 
man control. This is according to the announced in- 
tention of the President himself. 

“As regards any investigation of the Chemical Foun- 
dation or of any individual connected with it the public 
record is plain. The Chemical Foundation and the pur- 
ity and patriotism of the motive of its establishment 
by the former Administration have been investigated 
over and over again, and only recently a committee of 
the United States Senate, consisting of Senators Short- 
ridge and Sterling, scrutinized every book and docu- 
ment and, examined every official of the Foundation.” 

Palmer Calls Move German Victory 

“This government attack on the American chemical] 

industry is the greatest victory Germany has won since 


Pershing turned her back at Chateau Thierry,” accord- 
ing to A. Mitchell Palmer, Attorney General and Alien 
Property Custodian under President Wilson, in a state- 
ment issued to the press from Stroudsburg, Pa. 

“Germany built up control of American chemical 
markets by her systematic violation of the spirit of our 
patent laws. She took out American patents, not for 
the purpose of developing any American chemical in- 
dustry, but to stifle it. These patents were seized by 
the alien property custodian under authority of the trad- 
ing with the enemy act. We had no means of de- 
termining their actual money value. 

“There was no American chemical industry to aid us 
in fixing it. If we had sold them to private interests 
we might have sold them, for grossly less than their 
value and got nothing but a new American monopoly 
to take the place of the German trust. So we con- 
ceived the plan, of conserving them for the general 
public benefit and to build a great American industry 
free from the evils of monopolistic control. 

“We formed the ‘Chemical Foundation, sold the 
stock in small blocks to persons interested in a new 
chemical industry, trusteed the stock for a long period 
of years in the hands of five disinterested American 
citizens of high character and undoubted patriotism, 
provided for non-exclusive licenses upon equal terms to 
all comers, the proceeds to be used after payment of 
6 per cent to stockholders in research and educational 
work in the development of the chemical science. 

“Francis P. Garvan was made president (he is not a 
stockholder) because he was so circumstanced that he 
could and would work without compensation for ser- 
vices or personal expenses. We then sold all the 
patents—about 4,500 in number—under authority of 
law and in strict conformity therewith to the Chem- 
ical Foundation for $300,000.”

‘Washington, ‘D. C., July 3—The Chemical Founda- 
tion, Inc., will be requested to return to the Alien Prop- 
erty Custodian all patents, trademarks, etc., which were 
transferred by the last Administration through the 
Alien Property Custodian’s office, according to infor- 
‘mation available at the White House on Saturday. 

This fact became known when the White House gave 
out a letter which President Harding forwarded to 
Col. Thomas W. Miller, the Alien Property Custodian. 
The letter which speaks for itself is as follows: 


“My attention has been called by the Department of 
Justice to the fact that a corporation known as the 
Chemical Foundation has brought suit against the 
Treasurer of the United States and certain licensees of 
the Federal Trade Commission for an accounting al- 
leged to be due the said Chemical Foundation on royal- 
ties due it for the use of certain patents originally seized 
under the authority of the Alien Property Custodian 
and sold to the Chemical Foundation by the Custodian 
during the previous administration. On the face of 
such an action it became so apparent to me that an in- 
quiry should be made, that I asked for a report by the 
Department of Justice on the sale of this enemy prop- 
erty to the Chemical Foundation. It appears that the 
sale was made at so nearly a nominal sum that there 
is reason to believe that this government has not faith- 
fully observed the trust which was implied in the sei- 
zure of this property. The circumstances relating to 
the entire transaction are of such a character that full 
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investigation becomes a public duty. Moreover, I feel 
that your office is obligated to maintain the sacred 
character of the trust to which the Alien Property 
Custodian is committed by the law. 

“You are therefore directed to forthwith proceed as 
follows: 

“1. Make written demand upon the Chemical Foun- 
dation, Inc., in form to be approved by the Attorney 
General, to immediately return, transfer and assign to 
the Alien Property Custodian, all patents, trademarks, 
copyrights, contracts, applications or other properties 
or rights transferred to it by the Alien Property Cus- 
todian as aforesaid, and to account to you for any and 
all rents, profits, license fees, or other proceeds thereof 
realized by said Chemical Foundation, Inc., from said 
properties, or rights or any of them from the date of 
transfer thereof to the Chemical Foundation, Inc., to 
the date of restitution. 

“2. Take any other action which may be advised or 
approved by the Attorney General, by suit or other- 
wise, to fully and in every respect protect the rights or 
interests of the United States and any other person or 
corporation interested therein, in and to the properties 
and rights aforesaid, and any proceeds, income or 
profits therefrom in the hands of the Chemical Foun- 
dation, Inc., or its officers, agents or employees. 

“In carrying out these instructions you will act upon 
the advice of the Attorney General.”

Joseph H. Choate, Jr., counsel for the Chemical Foundaa- 
tion, Inc., gave a lucid explanation of the suits recently 
begun, in Buffalo, N. Y., Newark, N. J., and Wilmington, 
Del., against more than a dozen chemical companies, in 
an interview with a representative of Druc anp CHEMICAL 
Markets. He said: 

“Statements which have recently appeared in the press in 
regard to the commencement of certain suits by the Chem- 
ical Foundation, Inc., against a number of manufacturers, 
have apparently produced a false impression. 

“Some of these intimated that the companies thus sued 
were charged with improper, if not unlawful, acts,” de- 
clared Mr. Choate.. “Nothing could be farther from the 
truth. The suits are entirely friendly actions, brought 
to establish the title of the foundation to the funds long 
‘since paid by the defendants as royalties for the use of 
patents now owned by the foundation, under licenses 
issued by the Federal Trade Commission. 

“The trading with the enemy act provided that these 
funds be held in the U. S. Treasury as a trust fund for 
the owner of the patents and for the licensees, as their 
respective rights might be determined by suits to be brought 
by the “owner” against the licensees. This provision com- 
pelled the foundation, which would have no difficulty in 
agreeing with almost all of the licensees, to bring such 
suits as the only means of securing from the Treasury 
monies to which it is entitled. The companies sued have, 
generally speaking, done everything that they should in 
the matter and nothing that they should not.” 





Suppression of the narcotic traffic, and the need for 
chemical laboratories in connection with police investiga- 
tions, ‘were among the matters given serious attention at 
the annual convention of the International Association of 
Chiefs of Police held at San Francisco during the week 
of June 19. The organization went on record as recom- 
mending that all peddlers of narcotics be given a jail 
sentence for the maximum term and that no probation be 
granted. It also favored the establishment of police labora- 
tories, containing all necessary equipment, and the em- 
ployment of chemical analysts, toxicologists and micro- 
scopists. 
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FIFTY GERMAN PATENTS INVOLVED 
IN NEW CHEMICAL FOUNDATION SUITS 


Equity Cases Brought in Buffalo Against the National 
Aniline and Chemical Co.—Joseph H: Choate Explains 
That Actions Are Friendly to Determine Royalties 
Due from Companies, 


(Special to Druc & CHEMICAL MARKETS) 

Buffalo, N. Y., July 5—The Chemical Foundation 
has begun four equity actions in the United States District 
Court in Buffalo, against the National Aniline & Chemical 
(Co., Inc., of Buffalo, and Frank White, as treasurer of 
the United States, involving 47 different patents in dyes 
and chemicals which the Chemical Foundation, Inc., claims 
to have purchased from the alien property custodian. 

It is claimed in ‘these actions that the National Aniline 
& Chemical Co., Inc., is manufacturing various dyes and 
chemicals under a license granted in 1918 by the Federal 
Trade Commission, which allows it to produce certain 
dyes and chemicals under German-owned patents. 

The Chemical Foundation claims to have bought the 
German patents from the alien property custodian so that 
all rights to produce the dyes under the patents are now 
held by it. The National Aniline has been paying a royalty 
to the Government under the license arrangement so that 
the Treasurer of the United States is made a defendant 
in the suit that a recovery may be had, if possible, of all 
money paid to the Government by the National Aniline. 

The Diarsenol Co., Inc, of Buffalo, is defendant in 
another action by the Chemical Foundation in the Federal 
Court. The same allegations are made in this suit, which 
involves former German patents on derivatives of Diamino- 
dioxyarsenobenzene and processes of manufacture. 





BILL TO RELEASE ALIEN PROPERTY 
(Special to Druc & CHEMICAL Markets) 


Washington, D. C., July 5.—A bill indorsed by President 
Harding and the Alien Property Custodian has been in- 
troduced in the House providing for the release of $100,- 
000,000 worth of property of German citizens which was 
seized during the war. All trusts of sequestered property 
under $10,000 would be restored to German nationals at 
once. This would result in the return of more than $40,- 
000,000 to. German citizens, according to the estimates of 
the custodian, Col. Thomas W. Miller. It being the in- 
tention of the Government to hold on to the larger trusts 
until some provision is made for the satisfaction of Amer- 
ican claims, the bill proposes that the President may at 
his discretion transfer funds on deposit in the Treasury 
so that the Alien Property Custodian may deposit the same 
in banks. While these deposits will be insured by Lib- 
erty bonds as collateral, it will be possible for the own- 
ers of the sequestered funds, which eventually are to be 
restored, to make an assignment against them and 
borrow. 

There is on deposit at the Treasury more than $165,000,- 
000 in cash belonging to German citizens. While it is not 
thought that the President would consent to such a broad 
withdrawal that would remove all of this amount, it is 
the intention of the bill to permit the owners to “harness” 
a vast amount of this for approved purposes. While the 
money is on deposit at the Treasury the interest accrues 
to the Government. If the funds were placed in banks 
the Germans would get the interest on the deposits. 





The production of olives in Spain in 1921, which 
amounted to 15,300,000 metric quintals, shows a consid- 
erable decrease as compared with 16,623,845 in the pre- 
ceding year. A corresponding diminution. occurred in 
the output of olive oil which totaled 2,760,000 metric 
quintals as compared with 3,169,637 in 1920.

Federal officials report that California was the only State 
producing magnesite in 1921, with an output of about 
50,000 tons, or less than half that of 1920. 





The Pennzoil Co., affiliated with: Penn’s American Re- 
fining Company, has purchased a two-acre site in Greater 
San Francisco and will build an oil refinery. 





The refining plant of the Catlin Shale-Oil Products Co. 
at Elko, Nev., is now operating on a commercial basis 
and is producing about 40,000 gallons of crude oil daily. 
The oil is of a paraffine base and from the crude product 
the process recovers gasoline, paraffine wax, lubricants 
and distillate. 





The Paraffine Companies, Inc., has had movin: pictures 
made illustrating operations of each of the ten plants 
maintained by this company, and the first showing of 
these was made late in June at an entertainment arranged 
for officers, managers and shareholders at thePalace Hotel, 
San Francisco. 





SEIZE OPIUM ON GOVERNMENT SHIP 
One hundred and seven cans of prepared smoking 


opium were confiscated recently on the liner President. 


Wilson, formerly the Empire State, on her arrival at 
San Francisco from the Orient. Under the Miller-Jones 
law, clearance of a vessel on which opium is found can 
be held up until a penalty of $25 an ounce is paid. Col- 
lector of the Port W. B. Hamilton was ready to libel the 
vessel in the sum of $17,545 when he was headed off 
from such action by a dispatch from Washington, citing 
the fact that this vessel is owned by the United States 
Shipping Board and that no libel could be placed against 
her for the reason that no department of the Federal 
Government can levy a fine against another department. 

Under the law, however, the master of the ship can 
be fined the full amount. Sanctioned by officials of the 
Pacific Mail Steamship Co., Capt. Henry Nelson, of the 
President Wilson, has posted a,notice to the effect that 
if an ounce of narcotic is found on the vessel on her re- 
turn to this port from Hongkong, every member of the 
crew, including every officer, will be summarily dismissed. 
This drastic order will be posted on all of the company’s 
liners. 





TESTING NEW POTASH PROCESS 


C. E. Dolbear, a San Francisco chemist, has perfected 
a method of precipitating potash direct from the brine, 
without evaporation, and experts who have investigated 
it express the opinion that it will prove practical on a 
commercial scale. The experimental work has been car- 
ried on in the laboratories of the Industrial Research Co., 
San Francisco, and at the plant of the Inyo Chemical 
Co., on Deep Spring Lake. 

With this process it is possible to recover potassium 
chloride and potassium sulfate in an almost chemically 
pure condition, while the by-products more than pay oper- 
ating expenses. 
potassium permanganate, potassium prussiate and caustic 
potash can be produced at prices which will make America 
independent of foreign producers. California potash in- 
terests are investigating the new process and it is hoped 
that through its use the business may be placed on a pay- 
ing basis. They set forth, however, that it will take both 
time and money to convert their plants to its use arid that

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EMBARGO ON CHLOROFORM IN SMALL TINS 


At Request of N. Y. City Dept. of Health, Dept. of Agrri- 
culture Places Ban on Small Divisions—Quantities of 
War Surplus in Hands of Consumers May Bring Gen- 
eral Confiscation—Deaths from Use of Old Stock Re- 
ported—Develops Phosgene 


At the request of the Department of Health in New 
York City, the U. S. Department of Agriculture last 
week placed a ban on all sales of chloroform in small 
sized tins in and about the Metropolitan District. The 
embargo has been put in effect in an effort to remove 
from consuming channels all the deteriorated chlo- 
roform of war surplus stock origin which was 
sold by the Surplus Property Division of the 
War Department from the Medical Supply Base in 
Brooklyn, N. Y. Approximately 2,000,000 one pound 
cans are reported to have been distributed to hospitals 
and physicians, with large quantities still in the various 
channels of the drug trade. A number of deaths from 
the use of the decomposed chloroform have been re- 
ported from New Jersey and Connecticut points. 

The attempts to recall the chloroform stocks have 
been going on quietly for some weeks past, but the ob- 
stacles owing to its wide distribution, have made this 
method very difficult. The danger that lies in further use 
of the decomposed goods induced the embargo on all 
chloroform in small tin sub-divisions. The authorities in 
New York are now hard at work running down the 
stocks in this district. If further difficulty is experienced 
in recalling the dangerous goods, the embargo will un- 
doubtedly be extended from the Metropolitan District to 
the entire United States. 

The authorities claim that the storage of the chloro- 
form in a place where the temperature was too high, 
caused a breaking down chemically and the formation of 
phosgene. The use of this material in hospitals has na- 
turally been accompanied by. fatal results undoubtedly 
in many cases which are not known, as well as in the 
cases reported. 

Sales of chloroform by manufacturers in drums or 
other packing outside of one pound tins and smaller sub- 
division, are not affected by the ruling. The embargo is 
more or less an indefinite affair and just how far the 
N. Y. City Board of Health and the Dept. of Agriculture 
will go in its strict enforcement remains to be seen. 
Most of the 2,000,000 cans distributed were E. R. Squibb 
& Sons’ goods, although the deterioration is admittedly 
no fault of the maker, but the result of a combination 
of age, wrong storage, and questionable packing in tins. 





WORK OF THE PROHIBITION UNIT 


Washington, D. C., July 5—The Bureau of Internal 
Revenue announced that during the past year approx- 
imately 55,000 field officers’ reports have been reviewed 
by the Prohibition Unit, involving more than 42,000 
liquor violations and 9,000 violations of the Narcotic Act. 
There were 26,194 civil liabilities under the Prohibition 
Act determined and assessed, and 7,620 civil liabilities 
were assessed in connection with violations of the Nar- 
cotic Act. During the period referred to, 7,221 letters 
were written to field officers directing investigations in 
connection with the cases handled in this section, and 
34,687 prohibition cases were passed as showing no civil 
liability, while 8,552 narcotic cases were found to contain 
no liabilities to be assessed. 

Liabilities aggregating $49,710,094.15 assessable taxes and 
penalties were incurred, of which $49,642,629.97 represents 
liquor cases and $66,467.18 covers violations of the Narcotic 
Act. 

Collections of all taxes on alcoholic beverages and nar- 
cotics were $48.629,886.77.

GERMAN COLORS TO GREAT BRITAIN 
THROUGH BRITISH DYESTUFFS CORP. 


Definite Agreement Between Cartel and British Com- 
pany Denied, Although Negotiations Are Admitted— 
Antagonism of English Textile Interests Forcing 
Agreement—Dissatisfaction Over Heavy Losses in 
1921 
London, June 26—Although an agreement between the 

British Dyestuffs Corp. and the German Cartel in the 

matter of a working agreement for supplying England 

with needed dyes not made by the British, is denied in 

London, it has been admitted negotiations are well un- 

der way for the consummation of such an agreement. 

The antagonism of the -British textile interests to high 

prices of the British makers and restrictions in securing 

colors from outside, are reported to be forcing the move 
toward co-operation with the Germans. 

Under the Safeguarding of Industries Act, German and 
other foreign dyes, are only permitted to be imported in- 
to Great Britain by a license granted by a Board of 
Trade ‘Committée, whose power at present, it is alleged 
by the consumers in the textile trades, is used in a very 
arbitrary manner. It is this arbitrary action and the op- 
position of dye users to the act that have compelled Brit- 
ish dye manufacturers, despite the protection thus af- 
forded them, to- seek the co-operation of manufacturers 
in Germany with a view to removing the cause for fric- 
tion: and dissatisfaction and at the same time permitting 
them to strengthen their position in the home market. 

The annual report of the British Dyestuffs Corp. 
showed a loss of a million pounds sterling for the year 
ending Oct. 31, 1921. Most of the loss was in writing 
off stock values to the then current market prices, and 
has been the cause of much criticism of the present man- 
agement. Four leading stockholders are reported work- 
ing to oust the management and supplant it by a new 
group. 

At the first meeting of the German and British repre- 
sentatives in Paris last December, Carl von Weinburg, 
chairman of the Central Committee of the Cartel, repre- 
sented Germany, and Sir William Alexander, chairman 
of the Board of the British Dyestuffs Corp., acted for the 
English company. 

The second meetings were actually held in May in 
Berlin, when Lord Ashfield, one of the Government’s 
representatives on the board of the British Dyestuffs 
Corporation, attended with Sir William Alexander. 

It is believed that one of the permanent officials of 
the Board of Trade was also present. Both Sir William 
Alexander and Lord Ashfield are understood to have ex- 
pressed very emphatically Great Britain’s resolve to have 
a dyestuffs industry of its own, and never again to be in 
the position of 1914, when sources of supply, not merely 
for dyestuffs but all that is derived from them in mod- 
ern chemical and scientific warfare, were suddenly cut 
off. 
It was further pointed out that in the textile boom fol- 
lowing the armistice, Great Britain was able to meet the 
demand for dyes from the works she had erected. 





Corn cobs, which have been successfully used in the 
production of a variety of hard rubber, will take on still 
greater commercial interest if an experiment practically 
completed in the Pond chemistry laboratory of the 
Pennsylvania State College at Harrisburg, proves suc- 
cessful. Marion S. Badollet, an instructor in the college 
chemistry department, has made a small quantity of 
varnish from corn cob, and has subjected the product 
to tests which indicate that it has all the merits of good 
varnishes. It is pliable when applied to the fabric used 
in airplane wings and may be boiled without impairment 


when applied to wood.

LESS WHISKEY WITHDRAWN FROM BOND 
Washington, July 1—Reviewing informally the past 
fiscal year, Commissioner Haynes notes the fact that 





less than 3,000,000 gallons of whiskey were withdrawn 


as compared with 9,696,122.4 gallons the previous year, 
and less than 17,000,000 gallons of alcohol and other 
distilled spirits withdrawn as compared with 24,856,- 
388.88 gallons the previous year; that the withdrawals 
during the month of May were 796,720 less than in 
May, 1921. 

Nearly fifteen hundred cases were reported by gen- 
eral prohibition agents, and fines amounting to $2,159,- 
410.30 were imposed by federal courts. Three and one- 
half million dollars worth of bonds were placed in suit, 
or proceedings begun. Reductions in rentals and dispo- 
sition of seized property in the amount of $208,832.50 
were effected, and an additional saving of $156,900 
otherwise effected. Under the narcotic laws over 2,000 
violations were exposed, resulting in fully 75 per cent 
convictions and approximately $70,000 in fines. Sen- 
tences in both prohibition and narcotic cases were uni- 
formly much severer. ’ 





SAYS FORD WILL GET MUSCLE SHOALS 
(Special to Druc & CHEMICAL MARKETS) 

Washington, D. C., July 5.—Representative Almon of 
Alabama, in whose district Muscle Shoals is located, made 
the following statement regarding the Muscle Shoals pro- 
ject: “The completion of the Muscle Shoals development 
is now a certainty. The $7,500,000 appropriation removes 
all doubt upon the subject. Henry Ford’s offer for 
Muscle Shoals will be accepted by the House by a big 
majority when it reconvenes in August. The vote in the 
House last Saturday was a clean cut issue on this sub- 
ject between the Ford and anti-Ford forces and resulted 
in a majority of 40 in favor of Ford. 

“The members of the House will have an opportuhity 
during the recess to study the Ford offer and ascertain 
the sentiment of their constituents on the subject, and as 
a result the pro-Ford sentiment will be so strong that 
the leaders in the House will be glad to give us a vote 
on the Ford offer, which will result in an overwhelming 
majority in favor of its acceptance.”

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RULES FOR REPORTING NARCOTIC TAXES 

The following has been sent out by the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue under date of June 30th: 

To Collectors of Internal Revenue anid Narcotic 
Agents in charge—M. Mim. 2277, dated October .14. 
1919, as applying to the assessment and collection of 
special taxes under the act of December 17, 1914, as 
amended, Pro. Mim. 74, dated April 29, 1920, and para- 
graphs 9-A and 10 of Pro-N-Mim. Coll. No. 2943, dated 
March 27, 1922, are hereby revoked anc the following 
regulations are provided to govern the reporting of 
narcotic special taxes for assessment. 

1. In case of delinquency in filing return (Form 678 
or 678a,. where the taxes and penalties incurred are paid 
in advance report will be made of the collection of 
penalties on Form 23F for the month in which paid. If 
the taxes and penalties incurred, as disclosed either 
through examination of returns or records or by investi- 
gation are not so paid the collector must not only re- 
port the same on Form 23F but must also submit to 
this office a separate report stating the facts, together 
with fiis recommendation, (Attention: Narcotic Divi- 
sion), in each case, together with any statement filed 
by the taxpayer as to the cause for the delinquency. 
Reference must be made opposite each item on Form 
23F to the date of the letter report submitted, if any. 

2. In recommending the action to be taken in each 
case the collector will state whether he believes the vio- 
lation to have been intentional or unintentional, whether 
a statement of explanation from the taxpayer is at- 
tached, and if so, whether the allegations thereof are 
believed by him to be true or untrue. 

3. Collectors will not hereafter advise delinquent tax- 
payers of the privilege, under Section 3229, R. S., of 
submitting offers in compromise until directed by this 
office so to do. Neither will collectors make any de- 
mand for the payment of taxes and penalties reported 
for assessment other than that to be made on Form 
1-17B and Form 1-21‘/8 when notice of assessment on 
Forr 23E has been received from this office. This, 
however, will not prevent the collector from accepting 
the amount due if the same is voluntarily tendered. Col- 
lectors are expected to examine Record 10 as soon as 
possible after July 1 of each year and to conduct such 
correspondence with and maké such investigations of 
persons found not to have re-registered under the Act 
as is necessary in order to ascertain whether such re- 
registration is desired or whether liability has been 
incurred, repont to be made in each case of violation 
as hereinabove provided. 

4. Taxes and penalties covered in copies of reports 
furnished collectors by narcotic agents in charge will 
not be collected until certified by this office on Form 
23E, unless the taxpayer voluntarily acknowledges lia- 
bility and tenders the amount thereof to the collector, 
in which case report will be made of the collection of 
the penalty on Form 23F. 

5. Narcotic agents in charge are hereby directed to 
furnish a copy of each report of violation of the law, 
of whatever nature, to the proper collector. Unless ac- 
tion taken by this office closes a case, final disposition 
thereof must be reported by the narcotic agent in 
charge to this office on Form 689 (copies of which 
may be obtained by requisition on Form 16). Reports 
on this form must be prepared in triplicate, the dupli- 
cate copy to be forwarded to the proper collector and 
the triplicate retained on file with the other papers in 
the case.

GERMAN TRADE AWAITS STABLE MARK 
(Special to Druc & CHEMICAL MARKETS) 

Berlin, June 21—The German chemical market was 
quiet from the beginning of the Genoa conference until 
after the bankers’ meeting in Paris. Customers re- 
frained from buying as long as there was the possibil- 
ity of an international loan to Germany, which would 
stabilize the German currency. After the failure of the 
conferences in this respect, the German mark began to 
depréciate again, and home and foreign business is 
more lively in consequence. The foreign market seems 
well stocked with German chemicals, yet, when the 
dollar went up to 325 marks, exporters were swamped 
with inquiries and orders. This slowed down however 
during the last few days, when the opinion gained 
ground that the mark would not follow the Austrian 
crown into the abyss, but that the present level of ex- 
change might be maintained. Business at present is 
about normal, but the general feeling of uncertainty has 
not disappeared. Technical colors are in demand at 
home as well as for export, and business continues 
brisk in zinc white and lead colors, sulfate of sodium, 
tartaric acid, salicylic acid and soda ash. There are 
several large auctions of chemicals in Hamburg. 38,000 
kilos of Glauber salt were sold at 0.60 to 1.60 marks 
per kilo, while oxalate soda changed hands at two 
marks per kilo. Prices for German tar products have 
reached the world level and export is falling off. 
There is however an undiminished home demand, espe- 
cially for derivatives of coal tar which are used in the 
manufacture of roofing felt.

Prices on heavy chemicals are generally firm on 


expanding business. Resellers are still unable to do 
satisfactory business but producers find their volume 
gradually increasing. The announcement of open 
prices on soda alkalies by two of the largest makers of 
these products some time ago has had the effect of cur- 
tailing the activities of price cutters and has greatly in- 
creased the volume of business in this line. Competi- 
tion with imported aluminum: sulfate is still active. 
Acetic acid has not been officially advanced by makers 
as yet. Sodium fluoride is firmer. Yellow - prussiate 
of potash is weak and lower. Sodium cyanide, im- 
ported, has declined. 

Acid, Acetic—Makers have not advanced their prices 
on acetic beyond their recent levels pending official no- 
tification of the advance on acetate of lime which has 
not been forthcoming.

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SAFETY IN CHEMICAL PLANTS TO BE 
DISCUSSED AT CONGRESS IN DETROIT 


All Industriés Represented in the Various Sections— 
Officials of Well-Known Companies Will Speak on 
Safety First Problems—Dust Explosion Exhibit of 
U. S. Department of Agriculture a Feature 


(Special to Druc & CHEMICAL MARKETS) 


Detroit, Mich., July 5—The National Safety Congress 
will be held at Detroit, August 28 to September 1, this 
year. The first day’s program includes talks by Edgar A. 
Guest of the Detroit “Free Press; Judge C. L. Bartlett 
of the Detroit Court of Records, and an address of wel- 
come by President Samuel C. Mumford of the Detroit 
Safety Council. In the afternoon, Dr. John Wesley Hill, 
Chancellor, Lincoln Memorial University and author of 
“Abraham Lincoln—Man of God,” R. M. Little, Director 
of Rehabilitation, New York State Department of Educa- 
tion, A. H. Lichty, vice-president, the Colorado Fuel & 
Iron Co., and Dr. J. J. Tigert, Commissioner of the U. S. 
Bureau of Education, will speak on ‘four important as- 
pects of national safety—educational, industrial, public,. 
and national safety. A feature of this program will be 
a presentation dramatizing the subject suggested by a 
recent Council Bulletin entitled “Was Daddy Hurt Much?”. 

Complete discussion of the various phases of industrial 
and public safety will be had at the meetings of the 
twenty different sections into which the Council’s ac- 
tivities are divided. These meetings will cover safety 
problems in chemical plants, in making paper and pulp, in 
tanning, and in the rubber, ‘textile, and woodworking in- 
dustries, electric railways, steam railroads, and in mining. 

Dr. E. George Payne of the Harris Teachers College. 
St. Louis, Mo., Miss Harriet E. Beard, Supervisor of 
Safety, Detroit public schools, Claude E. Connally, Com- 
missioner of Labor, State of Oklahoma, Dr. George W.

Milling Machine Co., Roy S. Bonsib, Standard Oil Co. of 
New Jersey, David 'S. Beyer, vice-president of the Liber- 
ty Mutual Insurance Co., Dr. L. A. Shoudy, Bethlehem 
Steel Co., R. A. Shaw, Ford Motor Co., and other authori- 
ties on accident prevention work will talk at the various 
sectional meetings.

Practically all 
available space is taken for the safety exhibit which will 
be held in a targe hall immediately adjoining the main 
auditorium. The dust explosion exhibit of the U. S 
Department of Agriculture has been secured as a feature. 





Fire destroyed part of the plant of the Goldschmidt 
Thermit Co., 92 ‘Bishop st., Jersey City, on June 24. 
Carl W. Schroeder, superintendent fixed the loss at 
$200,000. The fire department, however, said the dam- 
age would not amount to more than $25,000 and that 
the loss was fully covered by insurance. The fire 
burned furiously for two hours, being fed by chem- 
icals used in the manufacture of thermit, which, when 
inflamed, causes great heat, sufficient to melt iron. So 
great was the heat that the iron girders of the roof 
were badly bent. The cause of the fire is not known 
with certainty. When first discovered the flames were 
coming from the roof of the building which has led to 
the theory that the fire was caused by crossed electric 
wires. The company carried insurance of $166,200 on 
building and $485,800 on stock and machinery.

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KING ATTACKS TEXTILE ALLIANCE 


Resolution Introduced into nto Senate Charges Alliance 


‘Exceeded Authority in Reparation Dye Traffic—State 
Department Advises ee Observers Alliance 


“+ May Continue 


(Special Correspondence to Dave & CHEMICAL le amaat 

Washington, D. C.,.July 3—Senator King of Utah has 
introduced a resolution in the Senate, which has been 
printed and ordered to lie on the table, in connection 
with reparation dyes and the authority given Roland 
W.. Boyden, the unofficial American observer of the 
Reparation Commission. -,This action followed the 
announcement that Secretary..of State Hughes had ad- 
vised Boyden-that the’ United States “has no objec- 
tion” to the continuance of the present allotment plan 
of the Reparations Commission by which dyes are al- 
lotted to the Textile Alliance .for the United States 
Apparently the introduction of the King resolution is an 
effort to place Congress*on record on the question 
which has not been officially considered before. 

The resolution as introduced by Senator King fol- 
lows: ‘Whereas the Textile Alliance (Inc.), a mem- 
bership corporation organized in the State of New 
York, has carried on a propaganda to mislead Con- 
gress into the belief that the Government of the United 
States has valuable interests and rights in and to the 
dyestuffs and drugs which are currently received by. the 
Reparation Commission from Germany on ‘account’ of 
reparations due the allied European powers; and : 

“Whereas the Government: of the United States’ has 
no interest in said reparation dyestuffs and drugs, and 
no rights with respect to the proceeds of the sale of such 
dyestuffs and drugs, and has no credits against Ger- 
many for .reparations or otherwise for the satisfaction 
of which said dyestuffs or drugs or any part thereof 
may be applied and has no interest in the purchase of 
such dyes.and drugs for sale in the American market; 
and 

“Whereas said Textile Alliance -(Inc.) is a mere mem- 
bership corporation, having no shares or capital stock, 
and is not legally authorized to engage in business of 
any kind, or to employ capital for profit or otherwise, 
and is exempt from the obligations to pay the taxes and 
charges imposed by law upon business and mercantile 
corporations; and 

“Whereas said Textile Alliance (Inc.), in violation of 
its charter and acting outside of its legal powers, has 
carried on a traffic in that part of the reparation dyes 
which the Reparation Commission has been willing to 
sell for export to the United States, by which ultra 
vires traffic said Textile Alliance, Inc., although incor- 
porated as a non-profit corporation, has realized up to 
Janwary 1, 1922, profits in excess of $1,500,000, which 
profits are believed at this time to amount to nearly 
$2,000,000; and 

“Whereas said Textile Alliance (Inc.) has, without 
authority, assumed the status of an official agency of 
the United States Government to deal in said reparation 
dyes for sale in the American market; and 

‘‘Whereas the State Department on or about Decem- 
ber 14, 1921, definitely advised the Reparation Commis- 
sion that the Textile Alliance (Inc.) had no official 
status, agency, or relation with or for the Govern- 
ment of the United States with respect to reparation 
dyes or drugs or otherwise, and that the Government of 
the United States had no interest in the importation 
into the United States of reparation dyes of drugs, and 
that such reparation dyes and drugs, as were for sale by 
the Reparation Commission, might be procured for the 
American market through regular commercial channels 
and that the Government of the United States was not

William C. Matlack, vice president and treasurer of 
the Trenton Transportation Co., was appointed custo- 
dian receiver for the Raritan Aniline Works, New 
Brunswick, N. J., by Vice-Chancellor Backes at New- 
ark, on the application of the Journal of Commerce, 
New York. An order was signed directing the com- 
pany to show cause why the receivership should not be 
made permanent. The current liabilities of the com- 
pany are placed at $185,000 and the assets at $328,000 
in accounts receivable and plant equipment. Only 
about $35,000 of the assets are readily obtainable. The 
company has been manufacturing aniline oil and thio- 
carbanilid for the past two years, first at Lincoln, N. J., 
and later at Piscatawaytown, near New Brunswick, 
N. J. The plant has been shut down since June 1. The 
plans of the receiver could not be learned. 




















Offers of motor benzol for export are heard in the 
market for the first time in many months. In spite of 
this there seems to be no noticeable easing of the re- 
finers’ markets.

Instructions have been sent by the State Department 
to Roland W. Boyden, American unofficial observer on 
the Reparation Commission, directing him to com- 
municate to that body the views of this Government that 
the present arrangement for distribution of its share of 
German dyes through the Textile Alliance should con- 
tinue until such time as Congress determines upon a 
permanent policy. 


E. T. Pickard, chief of the textile division, Bureau of 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce, is about to make a 
tour of Central Europe for the purpose of working out 
a clear conception of the informational necessities of 
the textile industries. Mr. Pickard sails from New 
York, July 26 and will confer with textile interests and 
representatives of the American Government at Berlin, 
Brussels, London, Manchester, Madrid, Barcelona, 
Paris, Rome, Milan, Vienna, Prague and Berne. 


The United Kingdom contributes more than 56 per 
cent of the cotton goods imports of Bangkok, accord- 
ing to a study made by the Textile Division of the 
Department of Commerce. Next in order comes Sin- 
gapore, a trans-shipment point, 13 per cent, Hongkong 
9 per cent, Japan 6 per cent, India 4 per cent, Hol- 
land 4 per cent, China slightly over 2 per cent and 
Switzerland slightly under 2 per cent. The total value 
of cotton goods imported April-March, 1920-21, was 
32,634,000 ticals (1 tical equals 37.09 cents), and ex- 
ceeds the value of the previous year by seven and one- 
half million ticals, of which no less than five and 
one-quarter million ticals were accounted for by in- 
creased import of miscellaneous piece goods, particu- 
larly those of fine grade such as lawns, combrics and 
voiles. 
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HOOVER DENOUNCES USE OF CHILD LABOR 
(Special to Druc & CHEMICAL MARKETS) 

Providence, R. I., July 5.—Speaking before the National 
Conference of Social Work, Secretary Hoover, of the 
Department of Commerce discussed child labor and the 
hours of workers in factories. He said in part: 

“There are one or two points on which I would like to 
touch with some emphasis. One of them is this problem 
of child labor, which now again forces itself into the 
field of emergent action. Every well-wisher of children 
must feel deeply the failure of the last effort in national 
prevention of Child Labor. A study of the situation as 
it stands will show that a majority of states have forward 
looking and effective laws in child protection; that some 
others have enacted legislation that at least goes part way. 
But there is a minority that are still in the middle ages 
in their attitude to childhood. 

“Child labor in these backward states is competitively 
unfair to industry in the states that have responded to 
the moral and social ideals of our people. But far be- 
yond this, the moral and economic results of debilitates, 
illiterate, and untrained manhood and womanhood that 
must spring from these cesspools where child labor is 
encouraged and is legitimate, infect the entire nation. 

“However, if it is impossible to secure this necessary 
safeguard to our people by local government, I am one of 
those who consider the losses in our sense of local respons- 
ibility are less than the losses to the nation as a whole and if 
all else fails I stand for amendment to the Federal Consti- 
tution that will give the necessary power and authority 
to compel action in those states which are negligent of 
their responsibilities. 

“Another of the problems in which there is much dis- 
cussion is that of the hours of labor. In amy discussion 
of this subject, we must embrace three points of view— 
the engineer’s, the economist’s, and the social student’s. 
Both the engineer and the economist must insist on the 
maximum productivity. For the maximum production is 
the only foundation on which we can obtain more general 
higher standards of living. The argufment is simple 
enough, for the more cheaply commodities can be pro- 
duced the larger are the number of people who can par- 
ticipate in them. 

“The engineer however, does not advocate unlimited 
hours: he does not obtain the maximum production when 
fatigue and deterioration in product begin to supervene. 
His view of human fatigue and of human deterioration 
leads directly to the restriction of hours to that number 
that will permit of best performance and efficiency in the 
tasks in the long view.”

THREATEN JERSEY DRUG CONCERN 

The New Jersey Wholesale Drug Company, of 56 
Arlington street, Newark, is threatened with suspen- 
sion from business for a year, for alleged violation of 
Section 22, title 2, of the Volstead act. District Attorney 
Pearse filed papers immediately after Judge Lynch 
signed an order nullifying steps taken against the com- 
pany, on the strength of a faulty search warrant. 

The papers ask that the location be closed for a 
year, that a temporary injunction against operation be 
handed down, and that the property be sold to pay all 
costs and fines that may be assessed against persons 
connected with the establishment. The court is also re- 
quested to issue an order compelling the sale of all 
stocks of liquor to individuals possessing the necessary 
permits. 

It is charged that the New Jersey Wholesale Drug 
Company kept and sold intoxicants in violation of the 
law, and also that liquor was manufactured on the 
premises. The defendants are Emil Zucker, Herman 
Steiner, and Jacob Stein. John Lynn, of New York, 
js mentioned as the owner of a portion of the material, 
and it is charged that he had no permit to hold it.

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ALCOHOL BOND REGULATION POSTPONED 
FROM JULY 1ST UNTIL SEPTEMBER iST 





Bonds on Alcohol and Liquor—Distribution Not to Be 
Effective for Two Months—Recent Narcotic Ruling 
Also Postponed to August Ist 


Washington, July 3—The Bureau of Internal Revenue 
to-day announced that the regulations recently promui- 
gated requiring bonds in connection with the distribu- 
tion of alcohol and liquors would not become effective 
until September 1, instead of July 1, as first announced. 

At the same time, it was stated that the effective 
date of Treasury decision 3,342, governing narcotic 
drugs, would be extended from July 1 until August 
1, The text of the decision, inviting the attention of 
collectors of internal revenue, importers, manufacturers, 
producers and compounders of narcotics and others con- 
cerned, was: 

“Treasury decision 3342, approved June 7, 1922, shall 
take effect August 1, instead of July 1, 1922, as stated 
in the last sentence thereof. The separate additional 
entries of all narcotic drugs in process of manufac- 
ture or repacking on July 1 1922, will accordingly not 
be required in the return rendered for the month of 
July, 1922, as stated in the second paragraph of article 
84 (Regulations 35, revised), as revised by said deci- 
sion, but these must be reported on line 1 of the sum. 
mary, form 810, of the return rendered for the month 
of August, 1922, all narcotic drugs in process of manu- 
facture or repacking on August 1, 1922.” 





BOND REGULATIONS WILL BE MODIFIED 


The Commissioner of Internal Revenue has decided 
to suspend the provisions of Treasury Decision 3335, 
covering the matter of new alcohol bonds, until new 
regulations can be drawn up,-according to an announce- 
ment by the National Wholesale Druggists Association. 
Adequate hearings will be given to interested parties 
before the new regulation is prepared and all are confi- 
dent that its terms will be in all respects acceptable to 
the wholesale drug trade. 


Many complaints have been heard to the effect that 
the provisions of T. D. 3335 were being applied by cer- 
tain Prohibition Directors not only to new bonds but 
to all existing bonds, the Director taking the position 
that the. penal sum of such bonds was automatically 
doubied by the terms of T. D. 3335. Such a ruling 
would operaté to cut ig two the amount of alcohol 
and other intoxicating liquor capable of being with- 
drawn on outstanding bonds as _ noted. Hearings 
on the bond question will be held within a week or ten 
days and a new regulation to take the place of T. D. 
3335 will probably issue in about a fortnight. It is be- 
lieved that the present basis of the penal sum of alcohol 
bonds, namely, $4.20 per gallon, will be retained and 
that the provision of T. D. 3335 fixing 25 per cent of the 
face of the bond as liquidated damages, to be paid by 
permit holder or surety in case of violation of the pro- 
hibition law or regulations thereunder, will be elimi- 
nated. ; 





Extensive research work, backed in many instances by 
the Government, has been carried on in Switzerland in an 
endeavor to locate coal, but the country is still dependent 
upon imported fuel.

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The May-June issue of Ungerers Bulletin has just 
been-sent out to the essential oil consuming trades. 


Oils lemon, lime, and orange are not in any better 
demand in England than they are in this country, ac- 
cording to a report from there. At this time of the 
year conditions. should be most active in such a line. 


During the past week 155 cases of Sweet Italian 
orange, and 60 cases of West Indian orange oils were 
received here. Lemon oil imports from Messina totaled 
100 cases. Cassia oil imports from Canton reached 65 
cases. 


According to an official estimation about 600,000 kilos 
of .orange flowers are expected to be -harvested in 
Grasse, this year. This is, below normal, and the 
awaited decline in the price of oil neroli is as far away 
as ever. 


Following a banquet of soap and perfume makers, 
held in Mexico City recently, the basis for a Mexican 
Soap and Perfume Makers Association was laid. At 
the instigation of ‘H. F. Croen, representing Morana. 
Inc., in Mexico, thirty of the prominent factors in the 
trade met and elected provisional officers for the new 
organization. They were told by Mr. Croen of the 
associations in the U. S. A permanent organization in 
Mexico will soon be formed. 





ORIENTAL PEPPERMINT OIL 


Of the countries of Far Eastern Asia, China and Japan 
are the only one which produce peppermint oil in suffi- 
cient quantities to permit an export trade of any import- 
ance. The exports from Canton total approximately 2,500 
lbs. a year. Japan has a much larger output of pepper- 
mint than China, and in 1918 her production of crude 
peppermint oil, refined or dementholised oil, and menthol 
crystals, was valued at 1,335,000 yen, 740,000 yen, and 
2,784,000 yen, respectively. Her exports of peppermint 
oil in 1920 totalled 313,630 kin, valued at 1,812,366 yen; 
while menthol was exported to the amount of 370,470 kin, 
valued at 5,489,815 yen, in the same year. Japan’s exports 
of the latter commodity, which is obtained from pepper- 
mint oil by distillation, have increased remarkably since 
1918, especially in value, which has risen more than three- 
fold.

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HIGH PRICES FOR SANDALWOOD. OIL 
PERMANENTLY INJURED DEMAND 


Monopoly’s Shortsighted Policy Has Driven Consum- 
ers to Other Products—Heavy Overproduction Has 
Caused Stills to Be Idle Since July, SWITRE S. Im- 
ported Only 1,000 Pounds in 1921 . 

To get a true picture of the oil sandalwood situation 
it is necessary to go back over the acts of the Mysore 
Government for the last few years. To their mistaken 
policy must be traced not only the high prices which 
prevailed as long as there was any active demand but 
also the subsequent great over-production which has 
resulted it’ fhe more or less complete disorganization 
of the market on this important oil, says Ungerer’s 
Bulletin, published by Ungerer & Co., New York es- 
sential oil importers. 

There is no question that the Mysore Government an- 
ticipated creating a practically complete and very profit- 
able monopoly and with this end in view installed distil- 
lation equipment with a total capacity which has been 
estimated as high as 25,000 pounds of oil per month or 
approximately enough to fill the entire world demand. 
This equipment was kept working at somewhere near 
full capacity for several months after the demand fell 
off and in the early part of 1921 we are reliably in- 
formed that over 125,000 pounds of Mysore oil was 
being held in London. 

This enormous stock, amounting to six months’ sup- 
ply under normal conditions of demand, has been dis- 
posed of only slowly and with difficulty and while it 
is no doubt greatly reduced there is still a large amount 
overhanging the market. The Mysore stills have been 
entirely shut down since July of last year and no 
prediction can be made as to when they will operate 
again, even at a restricted output. 

The entire exports of oil sandalwood from British 
India in 1921 amounted to only 55,641 pounds, of which 
17.537 pounds went to London and only 1,000 of which 
came directly to the United States. Strangely enough, 
Japan was the second best customer taking 12,336 
pounds while France only used 7,818. The entire year’s 
exports amounted to little more than two months’ capa- 
city production of the Mysore stills so the accumula- 
tion of stocks in India may at least be guessed at. 

English authorities in the trade claim that the high 
prices maintained by the Mysore Government during 
their days of control have permanently damaged the 
demand for oil sandalwood (E. I.), since soap per- 
fumers have been forced into the use of substitutes 
which they will be reluctant to relinquish and also the 
monopoly to a certain extent has defeated its own 
ends by encouraging the production of oil sandalwood 
elsewhere. As for the perfumers, they have in many 
instances adopted new bouquet formulas from which 
this oil sandalwood is eliminated.

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RUBBERMAKERS USE MANY ACCELERATORS 


Descriptions of Principal Compounds Used and Their 
Properties—Aniline Use Declining—Guanidine Deriva- 
tives Coming Into Favor—Thiocarbanilide Not Gen- 
erally Useful 
The essential qualities of a good accelerator are: (1) 

low critical temperature; (2) no discoloring effect on 

good; (3) no poisonous effect on operators; and (4) low 
price. 

The parent accelerator used today is aniline. Formerly 
used extensively in the United States, its use today is 
small. Aniline not only exerts an accelerating action but 
also a pronounced solvent action on the rubber which 
probably in part explains why it has no little tendency to 
scorch. It is used to the extent of 1 to 2 per cent on 
the content of rubber in the stock and it is desirable but 
not imperative to have zinc oxide present. 

Thiocarbanilide is used by the largest number of con- 
cerns, despite its disagreeable tendency to scorching, 
especially in warm weather when mixing rolls are hard 
to keep cool, and in the case of compounds containing a 
high percentage of mineral fillers. Thiocarbanilide re- 
tains its popularity despite this drawback. The cus- 
tomary amount to use is about 2 per cent on the rubber 
present. Zinc oxide should be used to increase its ac- 
tivity. In very quick’ curing compounds 3 or even 4 
per cent is used, though from the standpoint of good 
aging the amount should’be not much in excess of 2 per 
cent. 

Hexamethylene tetramine closely follows thiocarbani- 
lide in popularity. Were it not for its poisoning ten- 
dency hexa would be an extremely desirable accelerator. 
Its price per active unit is quite low. It can be obtained 
in large quantities and of reasonable purity. About 1% 
per cent is the desirable upper limit. Increasing the 
amount of hexa does not necessarily proportionately in- 
crease the speed of the cure. In the case of hexa it is 
preferable to have zinc oxide present, though not entirely 
necessary. : , 

Aniline formaldehyde is an accelerator increasing in 
popularity. It is relatively cheap, can be produced in 
large quantities, is active, and is relatively free from 
scorching and any toxic action other than slight irrita- 
tion owing to the fumes evolved. If the workman is at 
all careful he need not suffer from the fumes of aniline 
formaldehyde. It is a very desirable accelerator. The 
amount to be used is from 1% to 2 per cent on the rub- 
ber present, and zinc oxide is desirable. “si 

During the last two years guanidine derivatives have 
come into favor, notably diphenylguanidine and tri- 
phenylguanidirle. The former is the more active of 
these but both are desirable accelerators. Neither 
scorches, discolors, or is poisonous. They are obtain- 
able at a reasonable price per active unit, and on that 
basis are probably but little more expensive than thio- 
carbanilide. They are coming into increasing favor as 
desirable accelerators. The diphenylguanidine should 


be used in amounts not exceeding 3% of one per cent 


based on the rubber present. The triphenyl is not 
quite so active and 1% or 1% per cent is safe. 

‘Sodium and lead oleate are now little used. They 
are desirable because cheap and non-poisonous. Oleic 
acid can be classified as the original organic accelera- 
tor, accidentally discovered as such in the laboratory 
of C. O. Weber in Boston, Mass., in 1904.—Weber, in 
“India Rubber World.”

LEATHER BUSINESS IMPROVING 


The hide. and leather business is improving says the 
Merchants National Bank of Boston in its monthly sum- 
mary of the industry. It continues: “Under the stimulus 
of the continued advance in prices of hides and skins, the 
leather market has improved materially during the past 
month. Tanners have sold a considerable volume of sole 
leather and of some lines of upper leather at slightly 
higher prices than were prevailing a month ago. 

“The advance in leather values is greater than is indicated 
by an analysis of published quotations. This is because 
a month or six weeks ago some tanners were quietly 
selling below their list prices, but today they are refus- 
ing to grant such concessions.” 





(Resolutions were adopted at a meeting of the In- 
ternational Rubber ‘Growers’ Association, at The 
Hague, Holland, favoring the restriction of the rubber 
output in the Dutch East Indies. The action may seri- 
ously affect American rubber interests in the Dutch 
Indies where American tire factories own large estates 
The Dutch rubber growers agreed to co-operate with 
the British growers in an endeavor to restrict the rub- 
ber output in order to improve market prices. A reso- 
lution was passed at the request of the Government to 
form an organization for the purpose of withholding 
100,000 tons of surplus rubber from the market.

made by the publishers of the Lancashire Cotton Spin- 


ners’ and Manufacturers’ Directory for 1922, and 
forwarded to the Department of Commerce by Con- 
sul Holaday, Manchester, the number of spindles for 
spinning and doubling is 59,712,303, against 60,053,246 


a@ year ago. The number of looms is given as 799,000, 


as compared with 790,399 same time last year. During 
the last ten years there has not been much change in 
the amount of cotton machinery in Lancashire, but 
in 1906 the figures were 48,322,684 spindles and 648,811 
looms. Oldham is, of course, the biggest spinning 
center, with 17,168,050 spindles, but compared with a 
year ago there is a decrease of 150,126 spindles. Next 
comes Bolton with 7,512;731 spindles, an increase 
since last year of 57,208 spindles. ‘The Manchester 
area has 3,505,918 spindles, an increase of 22,686 
spindles since a year ago. 

With regard to weaving the largest center is Burn- 
ley, with 110,837 looms, an increase of 897 since last 
year. Blackburn comes next with 95,391 looms, an 
increase of 911. Then follows Preston with 73,866 
looms, an increase of 2,230; Nelson, with 60,746 looms, 
a decrease of 195 looms; Accrington, 40,197 looms, 
an increase of 1,047; and Darwen, with 40,014 looms, 
an increase of 1,304 looms.

SWISS DYE PROFITS FALL OFF 

The balance-sheets now being circulated by the Swiss 
coal-tar dye manufacturers are much less satisfactory to 
the shareholders than those issued for many years past, 
says a correspondent of the “Manchester Guardian.” The 
financial results have been adversely affected by the reduced 
turnover resulting from the world-wide depression in the 
dyeing and printing industries, and perhaps of still, greater 
importance has been the price-cutting policy of the German 
companies, who have been making determined efforts to re- 
gain their pre-war position in neutral markets. 

Swiss firms are almost entirely dependent on the export 
trade, and the high exchange value of the Swiss franc 
has considerably handicapped them in coping with German 
competition. The Sandoz Chemical Works, Basle, reports 
a net profit of £39,000, as against £98,000 last year, and 
is paying 10 per cent, as against 18 per cent last year and 
30 per cent in 1920. The Durand and Huguenin Co., 
Basle, has a net loss of £100,000. It is proposed to meet 
the loss by reducing the share capital from £160,000 to 
£80,000, and by transferring £20,000 from the reserve 
fund. No dividend is being paid. 





The surtax on the German Customs dues for the purpose 
of bringing them up to the gold level has been fixed as 
from June 25 at 6.400 per cent of the nominal tariff. 


The Belgian Government has decided to abolish the 
certificate of origin for any dyestuffs and chemicals im- 
ported from Great Britain. 


The withdrawal of the embargo on ex-enemy importa- 
tions on August 1 will, it is officially said, not affect the 
prohibition of the entry of foreign dyes into Australia, 
which there is no intention of revoking.

concerned with the purchase or marketing of said dyes 
or drugs; and 

“Whereas the Textile Alliance (Inc.) has delegated 
all power with respect to the traffic in dyes and drugs 
to a so-called advisory committee which is controlled 
by the corporations engaged in the manufacture of 
dyes in the United States which are merely using the 
name of the Alliance to carry on said ultra vires traf- 
fic in dyes and drugs, and to exercise monopolistic con- 
trol of the importation of dyes and drugs into the 
United States; and 

“Whereas the said Textile Alliance (Inc.) continues 
to pretend to be an official-and exclusive agency of the 
United States Government for the purchase and im- 
portation of reparation dyes; and 

“Whereas it is reported that Mr. Roland W. Boy- 
den, the so-called unofficial representative of the 
United States accredited to the Reparation Commission, 
is cooperating with representatives of the Textile Al- 
liance (Inc.) to continue the assumption that the Tex- 
tile Alliance (Inc.) has the exclusive right to purchase 
reparation dyes and drugs for importation into the 
United States: Now therefore be it 

“Resolved, That it is the sense of,.the Senate that 
the State Department should forthwith annul and can- 
cel any authority on the part of any so-called unofficial 
representative of the United States or other persons to 
deal with the Reparation Commission respecting: the 
purchase and importation of reparation dyes into the 
United States, and further that the State Department 
should advise the Repanation Commission that the 
Government of the United States has no concern with 
the purchase of reparation dyes into the United States, 
and specifically that neither the Textile Alliance (Inc.) 
nor Mr. Roland W. Boyden has any authority to negoti- 
ate with the Reparation Commission on behalf of the 
Government of the United States, concerning the pur- 
chase and importation of reparation dyes for sale in 
the United States.” 





BRAZILIANS FOSTER CAUSTIC INDUSTRY 


The manufacture of caustic-soda, which is imported into 
Brazil in large quantities, has, within the past few years, 
received encouragement from the Brazilian Government 
in the form of various loans and concessions. The first 
active steps were taken during the war, when importations 
of this product were so difficult as to threaten certain 
Brazilian industries. 

Thus far, however, only one plant—the Cia Brazileira 
de Productos Chimicos (Brazilian Chemical Products Co.) 
—has resulted from this Governmental aid. This plant, 
which is located at Engenho de Pedra, near Rio de Janeiro, 
has been constructed along modern lines, and is claimed 
to have a capacity of 5,000 kilos of caustic soda and 10,000 
kilos of calcium chloride in 24 hours. 

There has been an enormous falling off in the importa- 
tion of caustic soda. Against 9,892 tons in 1919 and 
12,036 tons in 1920 only 2,899 tons of caustic soda were 
imported during 1921. Although the chief reason for 
this unprecedented decline was undoubtedly the bad con- 
dition of the general Brazilian market, there can be no 
doubt that the manufacture of this product within the 
country will work to the detriment of outside exportation 
of caustic soda to Brazil. 





After May 27, the importation into and exportation from 
Egypt of opium, morphine, heroin, and cocaine is pro- 
hibited except under special license from the Minister of 
the Interior.

He gives at- 
tention in his book not only to markets and methods of 
marketing goods abroad, but gives a view of the peo- 
ple themselves, their habits. and methods of doing 
business, all of which should materially help an ex- 
porter. “Success in overseas trade pivots on the men 
who do the trading.” The author advocates this as the 
basis for training new men for foreign trade, Actual 
examples which name names, and copious references 
to other works on export and foreign conditions are 
noted in almost every chapter. An altogether prac- 
tical work which approaches the export problem from 
the business point of view.

The book is an 
economical and historical consideration of the funda- 
mental precepts in the distribution of wealth, grow- 
ing chiefly out of the war.

A valuable compilation of information on the veget- 
able tanning materials. The tanning materials are 
treated in dictionary fashion with much valuable in- 
formation on each one. The manufacture of extracts 
ocoupies another section and still another is devoted 
to the methods of examination and testing of tanning 
materials. The final section is devoted to miscellane- 
ous matter such as mordanting with tannin, etc. The 
chief value of the book lies in the fact that it collects 
under one cover information that has not been avail- 
able heretofore except from widely scattered sources. 
It should prove valuable to tanners, dealers in tanning 
materials, leather chemists, and all others who deal 
with these important materials.
